1  A  REPORT  on  Resolution  No.  19  by  Delegate 

2  Chabot  proposing  the  extension  of  the  session 

3  of  the  Convention  through  January  12,  1968. 
4 

5  This  Resolution  was  considered  by  the  Com- 

6  mittee  immediately  after  its  introduction  on 

7  November  .7,  1967,  and  it  was  concluded  that 

8  any  action  at  that  time  would  be  premature 

9  since  it  was  not  possible  to  ascertain  that  an 
10  extension  of  the  session  would  be  necessary. 

11 

12  It  now  appears  that,  having  allowed  generous 

13  opportunity  to  all  Delegates  to  debate  fully 

14  all  matters  before  the  Convention  and  the  Com- 

15  mittee  of  the  Whole,  and  the  Convention  having 

16  diligently  and  painstakingly  carried  forward 

17  the  business  before  it,  the  time  consumed  has 

18  been  such  that  it  is  wise  not  to  exert  pressure 

19  on  the  Convention  to  adhere  to  the  effort  to 

20  conclude  its  deliberations  by  December  12,  1967 
21 

22  The  Committee  favors  the  adoption  of  the 

23  Resolution,  which  has  been  amended  only  to  the 

24  extent  of  casting  the  provisions  in  light  of 

25  the  conditions  existing  today,  rather  than  at 

26  the  time  of  its  introduction,  and  with  some 

27  slight  technical  changes. 
28 

29  The  Committee  on  Calendar  and  Agenda  consis- 

30  tent  with  its  objective  to  expedite  the  pro- 


1  ceedings  of  the  Convention  without  impairing  the 

2  quality  of  its  product,  cannot  refrain  from  sug- 

3  gesting  that  the  additional  time  needed  to  con- 

4  elude  the  Convention's  business  should  be  measured 

5  in  days  rather  than  weeks.   However,  there  is  no 

6  provision  in  the  enabling- legislation  for  more 

7  than  one  extension,  hence  an  extension  through 

8  January  12,  196  8  should  be  authorized.

13  Resolution  No.  19  favorably,  as  amended,  as  set 

14  forth  below,  and  recommends  its  adoption:

26  WHEPvEAS ,  it  appears  that  the  work  of  the 

27  Convention  cannot  be  completea  by  December  12 , 

28  1967,  and  some  additional  time  will  be  necessary,

32  tion  be  extended  to  and  including  January  12,  1968
